But
some rights have never been revised since
the war on account of the super funds in the
Federal Treasury which the Congressional
districts wanted.

The desath of Garfield caused a division in
the Republican party without any Demeo-
eratic assistance, sud brought Cleveland to
prominence as the beneficiary of the anti-
administration vote. Everythi.ng would
have relapsed sgain but for Blaine's dissat-
isfaction with Arthur, whom he besat for
the renomination. This added to the re-
volting Republican elements & number of
presses which, from one motive and an-
other, wanted to obtain a circulation on the
minority side. The New York Times, find-
ing the Tribune to be its more prosperous
rival within the party, went half over to
the Democracy.

The Harpers wanted circulation in the
South, like several other editors who nad
weekly papers not doing much in the North.
Meantime, Mr. White, the pupil of Gov-
ernor Grimes, had removed from Chicago to
New York City, and he obtained the Bven-
ing Post after the Villard interest lost its
money. Mr. Churtis’ hobby of Civil Serv-
ice reform was now en upon revenue
reform or low tanfi, and there were

three papers in New York City
which industriously  worked upon
the Several

lines of di.rlnteé;ruuun.
other newspapers in thé country changed
ownership, aud falling from the pripters’
hands into the hauds of collegiates,  who
made for the first time in the history of
modern democracy an effective newspaper
ress.  Mr. OCleveland, the referee, was
uoky in his day thut be entered the breach
after several ot his anteced candid
hsd experimented and fallen. But the
smeut iu New York, which is always on
hand, greatly. assisted these amateurs, and
in the end the press portion of the new
Democracy pu to the wall its political
aod patronage element Finding them-
selves environed with Mugwumr, the
Democruts, especially in New York City,
undertook to separate, and this bas led 1o
various faction fights in the New York
delegations tor years L
